. that the Bacchanalian Rites, 
and the manifold Abominations practis d 
8 7 Tyberius Nero, in the Iſland of Capri, 
are no ways to be compar'd to FANG” in 
Wickednels. 

They caus d the Nuns firſt to come in- 
to the Place where the Ceremony was to 
be performed very immodeſtly apparell d, 
without cheir Veils, and upper Garments, 
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then the Word of Command (eſtote mundo 
Corde) was given, afterward High Maſs 
was ſung in Honour of Ignatius, at which 
the Nuns alliſted altogether uncovered, 
and when the Ceremony was over, the 
_ conſecrated Hoſts, as they call them, were 
made uſe of as ſoftening Plaiſters, when 
theſe Lechers perform'd the laſt Act of 
this Ceremony, in ſuch a Manner that 
can't be expreſsd with Modeſty. The 
Ceremony and all the Circumſtances .. 
thereof, are to be ſeen in the Memoirs of 
Mauritius Autonelli, who was Provincial 
or Superior of the Order at that Time in 
the Kingdom of Naples. Two of the Nuns 


Who would not conſpire and aſſociate in 


Villany, nor endure ſuch Uncleannefs, 
were inhumanly butcher'd by the Jeſui tg, 
but one of them left a Paper in her Clo- 
ſet, giving a large Account of the whole 
Story, which is in my Cuſtody. 
Under the Pretence alſo of theſe Spi- 
ritual Exerciſes, the Jeſuits debauch lit-

I H E chief e perform d by | 
Papiſts on-Palm-Sunday is the Conſe- 
bn Tf the Olives, which (as all the 
al of uſeleſs Ceremonies do) owes its 
Origin to the Heathens, who took Care 
tro conſume their Sacrifices with Olive 


Branches, Lawtel and Myrtle; every one 


of their Gods having a ſort of WOoO con- 
ſecrated to him, and made uſe of in his 
Sacrifices. This Ceremony was introduc d 
into the Church by Pope Adrian (or, as 
ſome call him, Alexander) the Fourth, a- 
bout the Middle of the Thirteenth Gen- 
tury, and was perform d at the Beginning 
wirhout any great Pomp or outwatd Show: 
viz. by ſaying only a Pater Noſter and an 
Ave Maria over the Olive Branches, which 
were diſtributed to the People; but of 
late it has been brought to the greateſt 
| Height of "Eg as will * ap- 
pear 
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pear to every unbiaſs'd Perſon, b y the 


following Form, which I have 0 from 


the | Romiſh Liturgy, confirm'd by five 
Popes and three Councils, and by the 
preſent Practice of all Papiſts, who under- 
ſtand any thing of their own Religion. 

On Palm Sunday, the Prieſt having put 
on a ſort of a Cloak, or Puviale, as th 
call it, of a Violet Colour Ane his Alle, | 
proceeds from the Veſtry, accompany d 
with an Archdeacon, a eacon, and five 
other Aſſiſtants, to the great Altar, where 
he finds ſome Olive Branches plac'd in 
the Middle, or at the Epiſtle Corner of 
the Altar, which he ſprinkles with Holy 
Water, ſaying, Ape 7550 me hyſopo & man-

The Popes formerly uſed on Palm Sunday 
to come from Monte Cavallo to St. Peter's 
Church, mounted upon an Aſs, with all 
the Cardinals, Patriarchs, Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops and Prelares ; bur this Cavalcade 
has not been ſeen at Rome theſe many 
Years. N F 
When the Proceſſion is finiſned, High 
Maſs begins, which is much longer this 
Day than upon other Sundays, becauſe 
the above-mentioned Pope order d that 
the Hiſtory of the Paſſion of our Saviour 
according to St. Matthew ſhould be read 
in all Churches; during which the Prieſt 
ſtanding at the North Side of the Altar, 
croſſes himſelf one and twenty times. 
It is read in all Cathedral Churches al- 
ternately; where one Prieſt plays the 
Part of Judas, another that of Cuiaphas, 
a third that of Pilate, &c. all with their 
different Voices and Geſtures, according. 
to their difterent Employments ; which is 
enough to make a Man laugh till he burſt, 
eſpecially when Judas Iſcariot appears with 
a huge Leather Bag at his Side, juſt like 
an Engliſh Woman's Pocket; for ke is ſaid 
to have been Lord-Treaſurer of the Apo- 
ſtolick College. When he firſt comes upon 
the Stage, I ſhould have ſaid rhe Altar, 
he orders his Companions, who are al 
armed with Swords and Staves, to ſtand 
back, and he ſteps up and betrays his 
r 


„ 
This Ceremony continues for at leaſt 
three Hours, ſo that no Room is left for 
free Prayer or Meditation on the Myſte- 
ry; and tho' all this be done, as they pre- 
tend, to excite Devotion in the People, 


yet the Prieſts themſelves cant forbear _ 


laughing at their own Folly; and the Peo- 
ple, who do not underſtand a Word of the 
_ Liturgy and Homilies, often take Judas 
for Chriſt, and Chriſt for Caiaphas. | 
All the above-mentioned Ceremonies, 
which ſeem ro be collected from the Pa- 
gan Liturgies or invented by the Enemies 
of Chriſt, ro expoſe the Chriſtian Religion 
to the Scoffs of the Profane, and the 
Raillery of Infidels, are perform d. this 
Day in their Cathedral Churches, and by 
their moſt learned Divines, who glory in

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he muſt receive Strength from the Prieſt, 
that he may be the more able to reſiſt the 
Aſſaults of his inveterate Enemy; this 
Strength is communicated to him by tho 
Prieſts making Seven Signs of the Croſs, 
more than uſual, over the Wafer, which 
is ſuppoled to be his real Body. 

This Afternoon the People of Rome 70 
to the Church of St. Praxis, commonly 
call d Santa Preſſeda, where they gain In. 
Aulgencies' for Twelve Thouſand Years 
more, and plenary Remiſſion or full For- 
giveneſs of the . Part of all their 
Treſpaſſes; and whoſoever hears Maſs 
this Day, in the privilegd Chappel of 
this Church, call'd the Garden of Paradiſe, 
delivers a Soul out of Purgatory. 
In the middle of this Church, there-i is 
a round Stone, with ſome Iron-Bars upon 
it, under which, there is a vaſt large Ci- 
ſtern (as the Monks of Vall Ombroſa tell 
you, to whom the Church belongs) full 
of the moſt precious Blood of Martyrs, 
which Santa Preſſede brought from the 

Kennels of Rome, in the Emperor Diocleſi- 
aus Time. This Ciſtern was {hut up by 
Pope Leo the Xth, about the Beginning 
of the Reformation, for fear 7Zereticks, 
who are very incredulous People, ſhould 
diſhonour it, by Piſſing, or doing ſome 
other Work of abſolute Neceſſiy in it. 
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Upon Holy Tueſday, the Hiſtory of the 


Paſſion of Jeſus Chriſt is read, as it is 


written by St. Mark, with all che idola- 


rrous and profane Ceremonies chat were 
perform'd on the Sunday before. 


This Day the Popes uſed to go to the 
Church of Santa Priſca, which was for- 
merly the Temple of Hercules Furens, in 
which St. Peter habited when (if ever) he 


was at Rome, and there ſaid Maſs every 
Day, and perform d all the reſt (as Men 
of Jure divino Principles audaciouſly af- 


firm) of the Church-Ceremonies. There 


is to be ſecw- in this Church a Marbic- 
Stone, which the Prieſts call a Font or 


Baptiſtry, and ſay that it was conſecra- 


ted by St. Peter, this is the Reaſon why 


the Popes uſed to go there this Day, and 
baptize ſome Fews who had been convert- 
ed in the Time of Leut, or at leaſt exor- 


ciſe and bleſs the Water with many Croſ- 


ſes, Conjurations, and other ridiculous.

This Afternoon the People of Rome go 
to the Church call'd Sanda Croce in Gie- 
ruſalem, or the holy Croſs of Jeraſalem 
Which was built by Conſtantive, Son to 
Conſtantine the Great, at the repeated In- 
ſtances of St. Helen, his Grandmother, 
Who left to this Church great Legacies, 
and the following Relicks, A Bottle of 
the beſt Blood of Chriſt, the Gall and Vi- 


gnegar that were given him to drink, 


two of the Thorns with Which he Was 
crown d, the Title of his Croſs, one of the 


Nails with which he was faſtened to the 


2 one of the thirty Pieces of Silver 
or which he was fold, Whoever adores 
this Day all theſe precious Toys, gains -

Saturday, All the Ceremonies of this 
Day, are altogether conformable to thoſe | 
of the ancient Pagans. The Popiſh Prieſts 
pretend (as the Heathens did) by Signs 
and Words, Figures and Circles, to 


. charm and chain up the Devil, yea even 
to baniſh him entirely out of the World; 


therefore they begin the Service of the Day, 


by putting out all the Candles in the Church, 


and by ſtriking new Fire with a Flint 
and Steel, which the High Prieſt Bleſſes, 


Croſſes and fays almoſt the ſame Prayers 
and Exorciſms, as when he made the 


Holy Water: Then he ſprinkles the In- 
cenſe and the new born Fire (as they 


_ cali it) with Holy Water, afterwards the 


Deacon takes three Tapers faſten'd to the 


End of a long Pole, and carries them in 


Proceſſion out of the Church a little way, 


and when he enters the Church again, 
the Acolyte lights one of the Tapers with 
the ſanctified Fire; the Deacon falling 
down, adores it immediately, ſaying, 
Lumen (Chriſti, the Light of CHriſt; an 
one of the Aſliſtants anſwers, Thanks be to 

God, He paſſes to the Middle of the 
Church, and the ſecond Taper is lighted 


with the fame Ceremonies as before. Af- 


terwards he proceeds to the great Altar,

People adore it. This being done the A. 
coly te faſtens five Grains of Incenſe upon 
a large conſecrated Taper, in the form of 
2 Crofs, and twelve Places of the Scrip- 
ture, which they call Prophecies, being 
read with ſome inſignificant and idolatrous 
Prayers, the High Prieſt goes to conſe- 
crate the Font of Baptiſin, if there be one 
in the Church, where he ſays Maſs in the 

following Manner. 1ſt, He ſays a Pray: 
er, beſeeching the eternal Father to ſend 
down the Holy Ghoſt to drown himſelf 
in this Water, that we may be regenerated 
by his Death. 2d, He divides or cuts the 
Water in form of a Croſs, and makes it 
leap back towards the four Parts of the

upon the Font three times in form of a 
Croſs, for this very remarkable Reaſon, 
that the ignorant Laity may ſee the great 
Power of the Prieſts over the Devil, whom 
they can baniſh even with their Wind. 
4th, He dips the conſecrated Taper on 
which are the five Grains of Incenſe three 
times in the Water, in form of a Croſs,

Numa Pompilius, to enſlave the 
People, (as I have ſaid before) made many 
ſuperſtitious Laws concerning the Manner 
and Form of worſhippipg the Gods: He 
order'd iſt, that all Churches ſhould be 
built round: Hence it is that to this very 
Day there are Cupulos in all Popiſh 
Churches. 2d, That all Altars ould be 


ſituated towards e Eaſt. 3d, He inſtitu- 


ted a ſet Form of Pave to be ſaid at 


- Funerals, which were to be read by the 
Prieft with his Hands lifted up to Heaven, 


before the Corpſe was pur into the Grave.

( omit giving here the Etimology of this 
Word, tor ſeveral weighty Reaſons) who 
were all cloath'd with Pati-colour'd Gar- 
ments, and had Hats of a different Size 
and Faſhion, from the reſt of the People 
of Rome. en oY 
Afterward Superſtition growing to a 
greater Height by Ignorance, which is the 
Father of Superſtition, and the Gods of one 
City, viz. Rome, being upwards of Thirty 
Thouſand, it was abſolutely neceſſary to 
ordain more Prieſts, that their Worſhip 
might not be neglected. Hence the fol- 
lowing Orders of Priefthood were inſtitu- 
ted. 1ſt, the Patres-patrati, which is the 
Name the Papiſts give their apoſtolick 
Teachers. 2d, The Fetzales, or Proclaim- 


ers of War and Stirrers of Sedition, which 


Title agrees very well ta Cardinal Alberoni, 
and his Admirers where-ever they be. 
3d, The Epalones, or great Eaters, who 
(as ſome Enemies of the Church fooliſhly 
pretend) are the only People that can 
prove an Uninterrupted Succeſſion, ſince 
their firſt Tnftirution g 
Mama alſo ordered them to wear a Sur- 
plice, a Hood, and many more ridiculous 
Garments, when they ſacrificed; but all 
theſe Things being very common, I omit 


mentioning them here.
